Dear Sir: 
In looking over the World's Almanac I see you are President 
of American Board of Commissioners for Foreign Missions. Thinking 


you would be the right one to assist us in our needs of a school and 


Protestant mission here, I thought I would write you and tell you how 


we are treated here by our school commissioners in this country, The 
Russian-Greek church has such a hold-in this country that it is pretty 
hard to get an English school here. We have sent several petitions 

to tne school superintendent for this Territory and have received ne 
answer; and in reading the Gevernor's report for this place he speaks 
of good schools and the natives learning English very fast, which is 

@ great mistake. The Russian Mission has a school here and is suppeg= 
ed to. teach English, which they de in a way, but a very poor way. 

They learn to read in the first and second readers and are not taught 
what it means. I could go te their school and learn to read Russian 
and if it was not explained te me I would be none the wiser. That is 


as far as their education goes. They know nothing of the geography 


of the world and are taught that the American people are no better than 


cattle, and the Czar of Russia is the greatest man living. They spend 
at least 50 days in the year celebrating Russian holidays and will 
spend their last cent to buy come showy garment to wear to church and 
go hungry. They do not know that oniy tex the United States buying 
this pantry they would be nothing but slaves to Russia. 

I claim that the schoolgat all of those Russian missions are 
nothing but frauds in place of Americanizings the people thev are ‘i 


taught to hookcdown on the American as their inferiers and I see no aa 
yds ’ Gcoiar ta 
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way to help it unless we can get some Protestant missions started 
amongst them, which has been done in some places with good effect. 
This place--Cook's Inlet---has five or six hundred inhabitants or 
more white native, and creole. Kenai is the largest place with at 
least 100 children under school age, or 18 years . There i8 quite a 
number of white men here that are willing to help all they are able to, 
to get a school to learn their children something. I have been here 
10 years and there is net one of the scholars educated in this school 
that can talk Hnglish to amount te anything. Ask them anything they 
will answer in Russian. They are having a great time here now as 
yesterday was Russian Christmas, After their new year they will not 
have anything to eat and the church will have their money, and they 
asking charity from the Py ay Se you see there is something 
needed at home as well as abroad. I can prove all of the assertions 

I have made. Furthermore I think that the Russian church has a pull 
with the Gevernment officials of Alaska. There is a man in Boston nar. 
that was here last summer that can tell you something about our needs. 
If you refer to him R. P. Blake, Union Club, Boston, advise me and

Dr. Lerrigo makes the following report: 


We have been interrupted by many things in the course of 
the vear., After Mr. Doty commenced school on September 4th, the 
Bear arrived and the landing of coal and supplies together with 
the departure of Mr. Noty prevented us from resuming until the 
latter part of the month, Tt was then continued without inter- 
mission, except for a day or two when we were occupied with the 
Reindeer work, until the Christmas Sa dday er 

Having resumed on January 2d we were again interrupted 
toward the latter part of the month by the threatened epidemic of 
sia llpox and immediately following nis by the rescue of ve Egan, 
a Bhipwrecked seaman, and the search for his eset ees Return- 
ing from the search I found it necessary to operate upon Mr, Egan's 
foot. The next event was my own sickness from varialoid which 
laid me up until nearly the end of Pehriney 

School was closed upon the first of April both because 
there were so many things about the premises which we were com- 
pelled to @eave undone wen the winter closed in and because the 
ice breaking away very early (about a month sooner than usual) 


took most of the children away from school, 


The attendance has been about +he same as last vear, but 
it was only by great exertions that I could induce the children to 
come at all. The school has lost its novelty; there is no royal 
road to leaming and the mental application required is repellant 
Potten: 

I have used every inducement, making the work as light 
as possible, endeavoring to render the sessions attractive, intro- 
ducing new methods and offering rewards for regularity, but the 
inducene nts are not sufficient recompense for the waste of gray 
matter upon their part and time after time I have nee reduced to 
the necessity of going out and capturing my pupils before commenc- 
ing school, and that with but indifferent ea a 

The progress of those scholars who have ayproximated regue 
larity in their attendance has been quite ree Cig ils Some of 
the older ones have advanced as far as fractions in ned tee tee 
most of the pupils who were in the classes last vear have been ad- 
vanced one grade and preat improvement has been made by all in 
Reading, Writing and the use of the Enz lish language. 

Perhaps in the latter branch of study the most marked 
progress has been made. Having picked up a large part of their 
English from the whaling vessels, it was formerly a heterogeneous 


compound of pigeon English, intermingled with Hamaka words (as 


te 


pau, wahinny, etc.), French (as "Savez"), and other foreign words, 
It has been my endeavor to correct these bad habits of speech and 
to substitute grammatical and idiomatic English. While there is 


still much to be desired the improvement is remrkable. 


The Premises. During the past year the school room has 
been enlarged by the addition of twenty feet to the front of the 
building. The frame was constructed by the carpenters from the 
Reveme Cutter Bear, and the addition completed by us with the 
assistance of the nue se "e have applied three coats of paint 
to the new part and have given one coat to the fai, 

The old part of the house still needs another coat of 
paint, but the white-lead gave out and we were compelled to leave 
tt asi t: Ls. 


We have also doubled the size of the coal-shed by build~ 


ing a lean-to upon the north side for the protection of the lumber.

A letter earlier in the month explains the cause of a small average at- 


tendance for January. 

I arranged with the Priest to furnish me a weekly report of 
his school. As yet he has failed to do so. 

Mr. Fisher has opened @ private school. I believe his at-= 
tendance is limited to his own children. I+ was not opened in opposi 
tion to the publie school, but evidently to carry a technical pein: 
concerning the location of another saleon in town. 

Miss Vonderfour,the teacher of the Russian School,appealed + 
te the school board and myself for English books. We decided that 
under the existing conditions here the Department would not consent 
to a loan of books. 

The Russian Mission or rather Missions, one for boys and 
one for girls at present have twenty children in charge. They also 


have an outside attendance at their day school of seven or eight. 


** 


We are in a very peculiar position. The Priest claims all 


of our pupils as attendants at his school with the exception of the 


small children now attending the public school for the first time and | 


two older boys who are no longer wanted at his school. The one boy 
seldom attends,the other is very regular. It is out of the question 
to change the system of the school for one or two, and to eee the 
smaller ones is to force them into the Russian School a year earlier —

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than the Priest wishes to take them. 

With a view to the establishment of a small band next year 
the one boy remains after 3 P.M. and receives instruction on the cornet 
The school house is open till 4 P.M, What can we do under the cir- 
cumstances that will be more expedient? The school board advised us 
to do as formerly, and that to do otherwise is to practically break 
up the school, 

The most of our enrollment are very regular attendants, 

We are pleased to report the progress to be much netter than we ex- 
pected at tne beginning of the tern. 

The prospects are for a larger attendance next year, unless 
Some outside influence is brought to bear, 

If conciseness is a virtue, my letters to the Department 
Since the opening of the term, have been a failure, . Perhaps I have 
reported ines much of avlocal nature. While a good deal seems to be 
trivial, on the other hand it greatly concerns the school here, 

We are all glad to have Dr . Mills in the community.

While Mrs. Kopp of Karluk was at Kediak I took occasion te 
make some inquiry about the proposed Summer School for Karluk. She 
is very enthusiastic over the prospects for a school and would no 
doubt be of much assistance to a teacher. she thinks about 20 to 
25 children would attend. 

I believe that there is no school furniture in the building, 
Jao desks at least, One could improvise for everything but the dezks. 
You spoke of taking supplies such as books, etc., from here, Would | 
you also consider it a practical scheme te take desks, too? ‘Two 
dozen would be sufficient, They are easily handled and could be re- 
turned with the other supplies at the close ef the session, If you 
wish Mrs. Bunnell or myself to take charge of a school at Karluk, or 
any otner place, it would be a convenience for us to know at your 
earliest opportunity. 

There seems to He quite an opening for a summer school at 
Kenai, There are at least twice as many children there as at Karluk. 
Most of them are Creoles. The people as well as the Priest seem to 
be very anxicus to have a Public School. It would be an ideal place 
to teach during the summer months. 

You probably will remember that I mentioned the matter of 
salary to you upon your visit at Kodiak. A glance at my correspond- 


ence witn Mr. Hamilton, upon application for the school, will show 


2 
that I expected the salary to remain the same as the preceding year. 


Of course when things had gone so far that I had come East, and Mrs. 
Bunnell had resigned her position fer the coming year and other plans 
were nearly completed, it seems almost impossible for me not to accept 
even had the salary veen lowered much more, However, I should not 
have accepted at a salary of $80.00 had not Mr. Hamilton suggested 
that in case ef returns from the license, covering the amount usually 
appropriated, you would be willing to restore the salary to $100.00 
‘per month. The position at Wood Island situated as I was, teaching 
a night school for the Mission and receiving my board, practically 
for tnat and some other outside work, was worth at least $95.00 per 
month, I am sorry that you were not in a position te give me an an- 
swer when you were here. I trust that by this time the returns from 
the Treasury can be estimated closely enough to give  tMé#@) a definite 
answer, and’as I» hope,.asfaverable one. 

The average attendance as tabulated from month to menth does 
not de justice to our school. Two holidays or more per month with a 
very small attendance cut down the average so much that the school 
is misrepresented by its actual average. This week ef course, has 
been something out of the ordinary. We nave not only had the Russian 
Christmas and Holidays, but the wind blewing a gale and the weather 
below zere for three days.
